As early as Sept. 27, 1843, ten years after the town of Waltham was incorporated, 
an ecclesiastic council comprising representatives from five county churches and forty- 
five interested citizens met in the ‘‘little red school house’’ and organized the Waltham 
Independent Baptist Church. Meetings were held in the ‘‘little red school house’’ and 


the ‘“‘town house”’ until the church building was erected and dedicated May 30, 1853. 


This was accomplished by donations of money, materials and labor and by the sale of 
pews. In 1854 Eliakim and Susan Haslam deeded the land to the church. : 

There have been ninety-five members; the demise of the last member, Susan Haslam 
Jordan, was in 1917. Through the effort of dedicated citizens the Sunday School was 
held in the church until 1971 and has continued to operate to the present day.

At a meeting held in Waltham on October 4, 1841 it was voted to build a town house 
as they were called at this time, and to be completed by April 1, 1843. This first building 
was located.on the north central part of the land owned by Eli Colby, across the high- 
way from the present location and slightly to the south, on the east side of the highway 
and the south side of the road leading to the E. K. Jordan homestead. This building was 
approximately 34 x 40 feet and in 1885 was moved across the road to its present location 
and an addition of 11 feet to the north end and 13 feet to the south end, and the upper 
hall were all done at this time, most of the dining room is from the original building, 
with the total cost of $1285.00. 

School was held here for sometime, and I am told there are marks in the floor that 
shows there were ten seats at one time. 

On Sept. 18, 1931 a shingling bee was held for a much needed job, and the women of 
the grange under the supervision of master Lettie Willey served the crew of 24 a bounti- 
ful feed. 

The greatest day in the history of the hall on August 19, 1933 when Waltham cele- 
brated its centennial, having been a town for 100 years.-The program under the 
direction of Sadie Haslam, Harvard Haslam, Lettie Willey, Bernice Jordan and Maud 
Wilbur was well presented and consisted of the following: Opening Hymn, Prayer 
Isabelle Jordan, Music Orchestra, Early School Days Lynwood F. Giles, Music Or- 
chestra, Early Waltham Reminiscences, Pageant Leaves from the Book of Waltham, 
. First settlers, Building cabin homes, Signing charter, the first post office 1835, the first 
mill 1838, Pilgrimage through the wilderness, Wars, Lumbering, Secret societies, Help- 
Some-How-Club, 4-H Club - Young Waltham, and the Grand finale - Auld Lang Syne, 
the musical direction was left in the capable hands of Josie Martin. 

Sometime in 1916 probably in late August, Governor Oakley C. Curtis visited 
Waltham and made the town hall his headquarters, and this was another event that 
impressed a boy going on ten years old which was my age at this time. 

Other than the usual town business which has been conducted here, other events 
include dances, socials, basketball and several wedding receptions.

COMMENTS 


GENERAL FUNDS: The general fund appropriated surplus was increased during 
the year by $4,978.72. The actual revenues of interest and costs $208.09, 
invested interest earned $73.36, State of Maine-inventory tax loss $23.20 
and tree growth reimbursement $1,012.44, other miscellaneous reimburse- 
ments $33.54 and the overlay of $833.84 were amoung the favorable increases 
to the Surplus account. The favorable aggregate underspent appropriations 
of $3,773.78 also made up the increase, whereas overappropriated excise 
taxes of $847.93, tax abatements of $40.00 and surplus appropriations of 
$91.60 were decreases to the surplus account. The balance in the Unappro- 
priated Surplus as of February 16, 1981 of $13406.18 consists of $11,325.49 
in non-cash assets and $2,080.69 which should be retained for working 
capital, therefore leaving no amount available to apply against the ensuing 
tax year commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING: The total funds available during the year amounted 

oO $1,478.31 which included the beginning balance of $5.84, program receipts 
of $1,450.00 and interest earned of $22.47. Funds of $258.81 were appro- 
priated and used for the Fire Equipment account leaving a balance of $1,219.50 
available for future expenditures. 


STATE REVENUE SHARING: The total funds available during the year amounted 
0 $2,824.59 of which $2,824.59 was received during the fiscal year from 
program receipts. $1,901.54 was used against general appropriation credits 
leaving a balance of $923.05 for future credit.

Several things have happened during the year that may be of interest to 
citizens: 

1. A tuition arrangement was entered into with Ellsworth so that 
each party would know exactly what to plan for tuition. 

2. Lighting in the cafeteria was improved. 

3. <A new freezer was purchased through the hot lunch program. 

4. A Title I summer program was operated by Julie Gordon and Bea 
Nazzaro. 

5. A breakfast program was initiated. 

6. A commericial grade refrigerator was purchased for the kitchen 
area. 

7. The heating system has been renovated. 


An issue that must be faced by the Board of Directors is whether or not 
to continue with private contractors for transporting your children. We have 
had good service from Jimmy Jordan. It is my recommendation that the District 
own its vehicles and operate them. It is less expensive in the long run. 


The 1981-82 budget proposal requests adding one teacher to the Cave Hill 
staff. The present system of employing one teacher for every three grades is 
reaching the point where over 30 pupils are in one room. With those numbers 
and three grades in a room, it is difficult for the teacher in that situation 
to give the students all that they need. We want to reduce those numbers. 


The Directors feel the timing is right to ask for the added teacher. We 
can accomplish the increase next year at a cost to the district that is less 
than it was two years ago. 


As part of my final report to you, I would like to express my feelings 
about ‘your school operation. I was initially apprehensive when asked by the 
Commmissioner to be your superintendent. I had heard rumors that Cave Hill 
left a lot to be desired. 


My apprehensions quickly evaporated because I found a school board dedi- 
eated to running a good school and found citizens very supportive of the school. 
I found a school board’ who was willing to develop some plans that could improve 
the school while keeping the costs reasonable. I found townspeople willing to 
support those plans. 


The citizens of Eastbrook and Waltham should be very proud of their accom- 
plishments. You have consistently elected interested school board members and 
have shown a genuine concern for your school. 


I want to thank all of you for supporting the educational program in such 
a fine fashion and must admit that I have regrets at having to cease being your 
superintendent.
